RUSSIANS MASSING. 

All Quiet at the Front, but Preparations 
Being Made for Battle. 

Tokio, Oct. 22.— The armies of Oyama 
and ICuropatkin continue to confront 
each other, but neither has again as- 
sumed the aggressive. According to a 
report from the Japanese Manchuriaii 
headquarters, telegraphed yesterday, the 
Russians are massing a heavy force 
against the right army, but the purpose 
of this force i.s not indicated. The re- 
port says: "In the direction of our right 
army two hundred of the enemy's 
cavalry crossed tho Taitso river. They 
seem to have advanced to the westward. 
Two battalions of Russian infantry are 
posted in the neighborhood of Kaokuan 
Thai, and it is reported that 20,000 
Russians are assembling in the vicinity 
of Kaotai pass. In the direction of 
the centre and left armies the enemy 
occasionally sends an artillery lire and 
also tifteeji-centimeter mortars. At 5 
o'clock in the afternoon of October 20 
tho enemy posted in the neighborhood 
of Sufanutai began shelling .the Shakhe 
railway station.

Barken tine Gardiner City Had Just 
Been Overhauled. 

Sau Francisco, (Jet. 22,— The fates 
seem to lie unkind to Uuj tine barkeutine 
Gardiuer City. She was only recently 
sent in sea. after having been repaired 
at a cost of $15,000, following serious 
injury while lying at Redondo, when sin' 
wus swept by a storm against the wharf 
.iiui totally dismantled. This week she 
came to purl, after a run of fourteen 
uays from Tacomu, with a tale of hard- 
ship that is not often told at this tune 
«it year. Captain Olseu reports that mi 
October 12, when tin- Gardiner City was 
in latitude II degrees north, longitude 
I'M degrees ,'iii minutes west, a heavy 
southeast gale suddenly came up across 
the stretch of water and made light of 
throwing the heuvily-lndcn vessel on her 
beam ends. 

Before the men mi board could bring 
the ship al.mit the si-:e had Hooded the 
cabin and forecastle ami left seven feet 
of water in the hold, with four feel of 
swashing sea between the rails on deck. 
For fmir hours the starboard rail was 
out of sight. All hands were sent in the 
pumps, hut the machinery was dogg«'il 
and would led work, .Mid in right the 
\essrl Captain Olson had the men throw 
inn, nun feet .if lumber into the sea. Then 
«hi! stood up, and by I he time the gale 
hail sped into the northwest, leaving a 
i-ough. sea I hat was welcomed after such 
a 1 1 i lt Idow. Nobody was hurt aboard 
the bnrkpntlne during the strenuous life 
of the gale.

{ The Olympia left Nome in a severe 

I storm, which kept up continuously until 
the vessel reached Cape Flattery. The 
Olympia, in fact, stood off the cape for 

I twenty-four hours. She brought up off 
Cape Tatoosll in a blinding fog and 
did not dare venture into the straits 
until the log lifted. 

10. .1. Hognu, second steward of the 

I vessel, committed suicide on the trip. 
On the afternoon of October 11th he 

I jumped into the sea from the stern ot 
the vessel and was drowned. it was 
not until twenty-four hours later that 
John Monsky, a Russian and the only 

1 eye-witness of the tragedy, made it 

; known. Monsky saw the man jump 
without uttering a word, headlong into 
the sea. Had the fact been known that 
he had taken such a leap it would prob- 
ably have been impossible to save him, 
as a tremendous storm raged at the 
time. 

Hogan bad been drinking to excess 
for several days. Hh began his spree 
ashore and kept it up after he had re- 
turned to the vessel. lie was 3-1 years 
of age and unmarried. Purser Hogan, 
of the Lynn canal steamer City of To- 
peka, is a brother. 

The Olympia brought $2S3,G43 in 
treasure, consigned to the Washing-ton 
Trust Company, the Union Savings and 
Trust Company and the Wells-Fargo 
Express Company. The latter ship- 
ment amounted to $108,000, and that of 
the Washington Trust Company to 
$100,000, and the Union Savings and 
Trust Company $80,000. 

As cargo the Olympia had 191 casks 
of ore from 11. C. Green's mine on Fish 
river, Golovin bay district, UOO sacks 
of tin shipped out by X. I!. Solner trows 
the S'oTk district; also 290 Sacks of ore 
from the properties of the American Tin 
Mining Company at York. 

The Olympia, which is now owned by 
the Northwestern Commercial Company, 
by her return completed her fourth 
round trip voyage of the season of 1901. 
Two other vessels of the Heel, namely 
the steamships Victoria and Tacoma, 
are yet lo arrive.

CANADIAN HALIBUT. 

Enormous Catches Made By American 
Poaching Fleet. 

The bottom dropped out of the hali- 
but market today owing to a tteet of 
20 schooners which lias reached Seattle 
from the banks and cut prices to one 
cent per pound, the lowest for the en- 
tire season. Tacoma buyers are on the 
ground today, buying for cold storage 
uurposes. 

There has been a tacit agreement 
among the halibut fishing fleet that 
prices were to be held at 2% and ii 
cents. It was so arranged that no more 
than two schooners should leave the 
banks at one time, the object being to 
keep the supply in line with the de- 
mand. 

• As the season n eared the end, how- 
ever, some of the schooner owners plan- 
ned to slip away quietly and dispose of 
their catches. The fact became known 
and there was a general stampede, all 
of the schooners heading for port under 
lull sail, some of them having finished 
only half their cargoes. 

About 20 of them arrived at nhnost 
tin- same time and began cutting one) 
another's throats. Tacoma dealers claim 
that it will not demoralize the market 
much, afl the entire lot will be cleared 
from the market or placed in cold stor- 
age in a few days. From this time on 
halibut fishing boats will have to go to 
the Alaska banks for their catches.

The age 
of deilclt was past, and an overflowing 
treasury gave to the government the 
means of carrying forward those great 
works necessary to the realization of our 
purpose to make this country a homogene- 
ous whole. To that end we undertook 
that stupendous work, the Cannnian l*a- 
tlflc railway, undeterred by the pessimistic 
views of our opponents; nay, In spite of 
their strenuous and even malignant oppo- 
sition, we pushed forward that great en- 
terprise through the wilds of Lake Su- 
pirlor, across the Western prairies, over 
the Rocky mountains to the shore of the 
Pacific, with such inflexible resolution 
that In seven years after tlie assumption 
of office by tlie present administration, 
tlie dream or our public men was an ac- 
complished fact, and 1 myself experienced 
the proud satisfaction of look'ug back 
from the Bter: r my car upon the Rocky 
mountains frl::g:jg tlie Eastern sky."

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Difficulties in Financing War 



Japan First Provided for Twelve Month's Hostilities. 



The London Times publishes from; ;i 
correspondent n letter on Japanese 
war finance, which says: 

The message of congratulation which 
the Mikado addressed to his victorious 
army after tin: battle of Liao-l'aug 
shattered the hope of the business rom- 
luuulty thai the unhappy state of war 
in tin' Par Bast might soon be terminat- 
ed. The rcnssertion of the prepared- 
ness of Japan to carry the campaign 
on to the goal which her rulers have 
set themselves may not improbably bo 
intended as a reminder to her adver- 
sary thai in) peace proposals will be 
entertained at Tokto which falls short 
of the conditions which Japan sought 
in vain to secure by diplomatic means 
until the first week of February hist. 
There is yet n possibility, however re- 
mote, that the peace party at St. 
Petersburg may succeed in convincing 
the Czar and his advisers that nothing 
can be gained by the prosecution of the 
war for which the Russian sea and 
land forces have proved so ill-prepared, 
itiit if the campaign should be prolong- 
ed throughout the Mauchuriun Winter, 
or ouly interrupted in order to be pro- 
secuted with renewed vigor in the spring 
the importance of this decision on the 
pari of Russia from Hie point of view 
of iuternutional financial circles cannot 
bo overrated. The war. if continued, 
will constitute an increasingly disturb- 
ing factor in the world's trade, linaiice, 
and especially in the international money 
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imn pres

been authorized by au urgency ordinance 
of the Mikado on Dec. -S lust, and 
partly expended on preparations before 
the outbreak of hostilities, it may be 
safe to estimate the proposed expendi- 
ture after I-'ch. S al no niore than 500,- 
000,000 yen or about £50.000.000, which 
taking the war expenditure at nearly 
£1,000,000 per week, would provide for 
twelve months' hostilities. 

It was advisable, if perhaps not es- 
sential, to provide out of this total for 
the foreign debl service for the same 
period; the loans in existence at the 
time of the war budget (March. 1904), 
required a sum of nbont 10.000,000 yen 
per annum. To thi^ had to be added 
the interest on the new war loan, which 
before the end of the first year of the 
war will only have required about £150,- 
000, being per cent, interest due on 
Oii. 5, reckoned from the dates of the 
various installments of the £10.000,000 
loan. Roughly calculated. Japan had 
therefore to transfer to, or maintain 
in, Europe n sum of about £1,150,000 for 
the interest due to her foreign bond- 
holders, of which' ouly the £150,000 be- 
longs to the province of war finance 
proper. Hut the funds at the disposal 
of Japan abroad— fur which, as 1 have 
briefly explained, London is the most 
natural "depository,"— had to he aug- 
mented very largely owing to the neces- 
sity of Importing supplies and war 
material from Europe, America, as well 
a-s British ami French fudia, Burma, 
and Shun. 

The cost of foreign produce was only 
one uncertain factoi in inj : lkuildon 



but still more variable was the outlook 
tor the Japanese rice crop in L904, 
which, if it hud been again unfavor- 
able, would have eutailed the continu- 
ance of the recent large rice imports 
from India ami [he Malay LYiiinsulU, 
and would therefore have led to much 
larger payments abroad than could he 
possibly foreseen. 

It is evident thai the possibility of the 
recurrence of either of these circum- 
stances— unjustifiably high prices in Jap- 
an or a poor crop — had to he taken into 
account in providing for the prospective 
imports by Japanese army contractors, 
but, fortunately, the outlook for .1004, 
from the point of view of the reduction 
of the unfavorable balance of trade, is 
now materially improve. I. The price of 
rice in Japan is once more receding to 
a mora normal figure, due to the ex- 
cellent result of this year's crop, which 
amounts to 48,750,000 keku, a larger 
total than was recorded in any year 
siineo 1S!)4, when the first complete agri- 
cultural statistics* were compiled. 

The influence of the rice imports ou 

the amount of money to he paid by the 
Government for war supplies being e\r 
dent, it ouly remains, in connection with 
these payments, to allude to the pur- 
chase of other war material in foreign 
countries. Accurate statistics on this 
point are of course not available, as it 
would not be advisable to indicate the 
sources of supply. Bui us the' foreign 
trade returns include all purchases l.v 
the liovernmeiil duty being paid on ail 
Is, excepting warships, 
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scheduled goods, except 
guns, and iiniiniiiiition. in 
t lie prh a ! c importer at n 
coin fin red with the (Jovernment depart- 
ments at lensl the imports of coal since 
the commencement of Ihe war can be 
analyzed.

4,V.OO,000 yea. hut raised its purchases 
during the first six mouths of the cur- 
rent year to 7,511,440 yea, agaiusl only 
779,977 yen during the corresponding 
period of last year. "Other imports,' 1 
which include canned goods from the 
United States have also increased bv 
nboul 4,000,000 yen. but no returns are 
obi tunable as to the value of imp iris 
of ammunition and similar supplies, the 
only purchase in this category which 
has become generally known being thai 
of the two Argentine cruisers now call- 
ed Knsuga ami Xlsshin. 

It follows from the extraordinary 
nature of the imports of Japan singe I

Hoth taffeta and soft Killts vlo with vel- 
vet at present for llrst eliotce of material 
from which girdles nre made, and tho bal- 
ance Is Just n little In favor of the velvet 
on account of Its reintroductlon among 
tho fabrics of fashion. Besides, It lends 



itself admirably to the crusl 'ag and shir- 
ring, to say nothing of the snugness which 
characterizes the modish girdle. 

Plain effects are usually carried nut In 
'velvet. The most popular style of this 
(material Is nothing more than a ten Inch 
jblas strip of velvet crushed Into folds bo 
that It measures about three and n half 
[Inches In front and scarcely two In the 
back. A silk encased whalebone to which 
the plaits are fastened gives tho proper 
stiffening to the front and the same means 
Is used in the hack. Three tight square 
bows of velvet placed close together In a 
vertical row hide the closing In the back. 
! Cockade and rosette effects are seen on 
many of the gowns that stand out from 
the ordinary by reason of their charm. 

A taffeta girdle on which smart little 
[rosettes were used with good result was 
made at home by n .let't lingered young 
woman. All she had to start with were 
three-quartern of a yard of blue taffeta, 
five pieces of whalebone, which she cut 
Into lengths ranging from three and a half 
Inches to Ave, and a spool of sewing silk 
to match. 

First she cut a bias strip ot the silk 
about ten Inches which she Bhlrred 
down tho centre and tacked to a silk en- 
cased bone three and a half Inches long. 
This was the centre of the bark. Then an 
Inch and a half from the bottom of this 
bono n either sldo she started two other 
bones, placing them so that they diverged 
at the top. These Were about un Inch 
longer than the middle bone. The bias silk 
was stretched Into folds over tlicso two 
slanting stays, and then uh tho glrdl« 
came toward that part which la directly 
under tho arms tho width of Uio glrdli 
was decreased to about two Inches and n 
half. From this point It widened again 
suddenly and tho front ends of "ho bias 
strip were shirred vertically In two live 
Inch bones. 

This formed the foundation upon which 
tho rosetto ornaments wore placed. Seven 
of theso were required for the entire girdle, 
and each one was made out of a Was atrip 



of tnffetn an Inch nnd a quarter wide and 
six Inches long. This strip wits shirred 
with tucks threo times. Tho two outer 
edges were turned under nnd run wdth a 
tiny tuck scarcely an eighth of an Inch 
deep and (llroctly through tho centre of 
the strip ran a third. 

When tho tucks were, all finished one 
side of tho fitrlp was drawn up perfectly 
tight to form the centro of a rosotto, and 
the outer part was left low enough bo that 
the silk disk would Ho quite flat. Then 



tho ends were fastened together so that 
tho Joining did not show, and there was 
the llrflt rosetto ready to trim tho girdle. 

Four of these silk button effects, which 
wero about ono Inch and a half ln di- 
ameter, ornamented the back of tho girdle, 
two at the top over the slanting hones 
placed each sldo of the centre shirring, 
and two at tho bottom, closer together. 
Three others were used In a perpendicular 
row to conceal the girdle fastening In 
tho front- 



Shaded ribbons are liked for girdles In- 
tended to bo worn with light silk blouses. 
Yellow shading Into cream, bluo and P lnl J 
running Into tho most delicate tints of 
theso colors aro very dainty aJid smart 
for evening. 

It requires a yard of eaoh of three shades 
of ribbon about five Inches wide. Satin 
taffeta or liberty satin is liked boat on 
account of the attractive way In which 
either variety crushes into Innumerable 
folds. Tho three strips of ribbon aro 



sewed together, and then three rows of 
tiny shirred tucks are run directly down 
tho back. Threo moro aro run at each 
sldo, so that they slopo ln at the bottom 
to give good lines to tho back of the waist, 
and If liked a cluster of shirred tucks 
may be run at tho eldes. Only slonder 
waists can stand this suggestion of thick- 
ness however, so tho woman whoso waist 
measure Is more than twenty-ilvo would 
best omit the side ehlrrings. 
Siik encased bones aro put on the under 





side of the rows of Bhirrlngs and the gain- 
ers tacke j to these. No lining Is neces- 
sary |n a girdle made after this fashion, 
for tho bones kepp It properly stretched. 

Three tiny shirred tucks placed very 
close together should be run directly down 
the front, and on e cluster each side of this 
run so that the two converge toward tho 
bottom win give a sugge'stlon of thinness 
to almost any waist. 

Fancy ribbons from five to eight Inches 
wide showing dellcato flowers stamped 
pale backgrounds aro made up Into 
charming girdles that close In front with 
gold or Jewelled clasps. A yard of tho 
flowered ribbon and the same length of a 
firm white satin supply the material for 
such a girdle. 

The two ribbons arc blind stitched to- 
gether at the edges and then two rows ot 
shirring, very close together, aro run di- 
rectly through the middle of tho ribbon 
from edge to edge. This Is fastened to a 
whalebone three. Inches long. Two other 
bones a trll'e longer arc caught each 
aide of the centre stiffening and the ribbon 
Is deftly pleated over them. A gilt buckle. 
Jewelled clasp or any fancy ornament holds 
tho two ends to tho girdle together In 
front. In most cases a yard of ribbon 
will be more than enough, but when a 
buckle Is used an Inch or so Is needed for 
turning under at one side and three or four 
moro are used in making the tab end. 
which should be shaped into a point and 
lined with the white allk. 

Another girdle shows a diamond shaped 
pleco of taffeta ornamented at each point 
with a fancy button, and from under this 
pieco come," folda of tho silk, which are 
gathered under an "ear" of silk In front. 

A.ll girdles nr e much deeper now than 
they wero last season. In front they meas- 
ure from flvo to eight Indies, whllo In tho 
back they may ho almost ns wldo If 
pointed, or they may he very narrow and 
Btnalght. The main thought Is to secure 
good lines, thoao that will give an air of 
elendexneas to tho flguro and at tho samo 
tlmo impart onaaruwss t« tSf<* costume, 
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
